The Registrar, in his Report for 1872, haring given a detailed list of all the 
Societies appearing on his books, and an Abstract of the Returns received, does 
not consider it necessary to set out in similar detail this year the information, 
received from the Societies making returns. 

In order to continue the list of Societies contained in the Index to his last 
Report, the Registrar now gives the names and places of meeting of the Societies 
certified by him during the past year, being 25 Sickness and Burial Societies, 
one Co-operative Society, and two Building Societies ; namely, —

Soc iety, meeting at 201, Agnes-street, Belfast, 
SoeiSt, 2 n ° tlce t 1 ° Registrar of its amalgamation with the Royal Liver 
the affords an example of one of the difficulties caused by 

the present state of the law, which seems to allow a Society certified for Liver- 
pool, 
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pool, with only a branch certified in Ireland for Dublin, to amalgamate with a 
Society certified for Belfast only. 

This amalgamation seems also to illustrate the position of the members of 
the Royal Liver Society, to which attention has been called by the Royal Com- 
missioners in their recent Reports, and by the Registrar. 

The Loyal Irish Legal Burial Society has also been noticed by the Royal 
Commissioners, and it is therefore unnecessary To repeat its history here ; but 
in its Return for 1872, it is stated to have had 8,298 members on the 3 1st 
December 1872, and to have had assets amounting to 7 1.7 s. 9 d. on that date. 
The Return for 1873 does not give the number of members on 31st December 
1873, but gives the total income of the Society for that year as 791 1. 13 s. 4 d., 
and the payments at death for 146 members, 675 /. 18 s. 5 d., and expenses of 
management, 115/. 14 s. 11 d., leaving nothing in hand at the end of the year ; 
and it states the amalgamation with the Royal Liver to have taken place on the 
1 1th of April 1874. It may, however, be assumed that the number of mem- 
bers of all ages transferred to the Royal Liver, and entitled to burial benefit, 
exceeds 8,000, who appear to have been all taken into membership without 1 s. 
of capital, and presumably without payment of any entrance fees. 

The Registrar required that the terms of amalgamation should be passed as 
if they were an amendment to the Rules of both societies, and also that it 
should be determined by which of the certified Rules the members of the 
Loyal Irish Legal Burial Society should be governed in future, but this has not 
been done, and he is, therefore, unable to state the terms of amalgamation. 

The Registrar has received a return from the Royal Liver Society, but, as 
usual, it does not give any information respecting its Irish Branch, except that 
it has to its credit in the Dublin Savings Bank 138/. 8s. lid. The total 
income of the society for 1873 is stated to exceed 205,000/., and the expenses 
of management are nearly 75,000/.; the balance sheet shows a “general 
balance” in favour of the society of 377,162/. 

The return does not state the number of members in this society, nor the 
amounts for which they are assured, and this “ general balance ” may represent 
20«. in the £. on the liabilities of the society, or not tiie same number of 
pence. 

The number of returns received by the Registrar from Sickness and Burial 
Societies is 322, showing a total number of members, 37,698. Gross receipts 
for 1873, 62,312/. 16s. lid.; payments to members for sickness benefit, 
8,097/- 12s. 2d., and for burial 11,315/. 3s. lid.,; expenses of management, 
10,539/. 165. 7d., and amount divided (among the members of dividing 
societies), 12,604/. 10s. 4d., and balance to credit of the societies on 31st 
December 1873, 26,408/. 11 5. Thirty-seven Loan Societies make returns 
having 2,631 members; 34 of them show a total capital of 56,291 /. Only 33 
state their gross income for 1873, which amounts to 6,673/. ; their expenses of 
management to 1,166/. Interest paid to the members, 5,2 77 L Total sums 
lent out in 1873, 119,823/., and loans outstanding on 31st December 1873, 
32,174 /. 

One of these returns, that from the St. Thomas Loan Fund, 9, Lower Sheriff- 
street, Dublin, is totally unintelligible. 

The Uegistrar has received returns from 13 Building Societies, which do not 
all give the same details. In nine there is a total of 3,139 members. The 
capital of the entire is 324,161 /. ; seven of them hold on deposit 109,305 /. and 
have paid in interest for the year thereon, 4,560/. ; 10 of them state their gross 
income for 1873, amounting to 29,383/. In 12 the expenses of management 
are given, and amount to 3,698/., and they had outstanding in loans on 31st 
December, 430,331 /. Eleven state the amount divided among their members 
at 17,410/. * 

Six Annuity Societies make returns and have 495 members with a capital 
of 138,355/. ; gross income for 1873, 9,828/. ; expenses of management, 610/.; 
number of annuitants receiving benefit, 395, to whom 8,455/. was paid during 
the year, and total cash uninvested on 31st December, 742 /. 

The proceedings mentioned by the Registrar in his last Report as being 
pending against the Distressed Literary Teachers’ Society have, as he is 
informed, been abandoned, and the society intends to register new rules. This 
society has not made any return.

in Chancery, under an Order of the Master of the Rolls, and it seems probable 
that the entire funds will ultimately be divided among the annuitants. 

The Registrar hopes that the legislation which has recently been deferred 
will next Session result in some measures for the protection of the members of 
Friendly Societies, more especially in those societies the enormous size of which 
renders any supervision by the members themselves practically impossible.
